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LETTER FROM 
OFFICE OF SELECTMEN 


Town of Steuben, Maine. 


February 1, 1950. 
Budget Committee of 1949 and Fellow Citizens: 

Tax dollars in this year of 1950 are going to come 
much harder and no doubt the average citizen will ex- 
ect more for his tax investment. 

Again we emphasize the need to hold the line and 
keep our appropriations within the means of all of us 
so that when next January 31 comes there will not be 
an excessive amount of uncollected taxes due. 

As in the past three years we wish to remind you 
that our local maximum taxable capacity has been 
reached. Beyond this point lies danger and the pos- 
sibility of destroying all the efforts, gains and accom- 
plishments of the past three years. Progress from this 
point on will be more gradual and should be based on 
\hat we are capable of paying in tax dollars. We must 
if possible, avoid any large increase in our recom- 
nendations and appropriations. 

Our ability to give the most with the least, should 
be the answer and all the recommendations we make 
here today as a Budget Committee must be based on 
this and our actual need. To go beyond this, may 
cause the shoe to pinch and leave us without a way to 
replace the need with one that fits. 


Until such time ag our legislators see fit to revise 
our State tax system, we will be faced with this seri- 
ous problem and each passing year will be worse. 


If the voters on Town meeting days see fit to in- 
crease the total appropriations then, all the Town Of- 
ficials must make the best of the situation. We do, 
however, urge each of you to explain to your neigh- 
bors and friends, that it is not the Assessors or the 
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Selectmen who determine the taxes, it is those who 
vote on Town Meeting Day. When this is done the As- 
sessors are handed the task of finding the dollars. We, 
the voters, make our own taxes each year, let us ac- 
cept them on this basis. 

We wish to report that the state of the Town re- 
mains sound and financially good. Payment of pay- 
rolls, bills and such were made even sooner than last 
year. Tax collections were good, the Town has a sub- 
stantial surplus as reflected in the report of the State 
Audit. Our assets exceed our liabilities. 

The goals which we set three years ago have been 
reached in most cases, those not yet achieved are well 
on the path to completion. The same continued co- 
operation and efforts should make possible full com- 
pletion of this program nearer each passing year. 

We have accomplished the program of putting our 
school buildings into a respectable condition and com- 
parable or better than those of surrounding communi- 
ties. The High School Building received the bulk of 
efforts, several favorable comments have reached us 
in regard to the building, all coming from outside 
sources. The five year program of paying for this 
much needed improvement is well worth the sacrifice 
which we made. 

The Dyers Bay Bridge is the outstanding piece of 
eonstruction within our town. We should be very 
thankful for this job, without the generous aid from the 
County and State it would have been impossible for us 
to finance the cost of such a program. The whole con- 
struction cost nearly $14,000.00. Our cost for this 
bridge therefore is slightly less than $2,500.00. This 
amount was made possible through notes payable over 
a period of five years. The added protection and sav- 
ing to the Town is incomparable. 

The Fire Department had a good year, much pro- 
gress was made in further needed equipment and 
other features. The new Fire Building has been made 
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partially capable of housing and servicing our equip- 
iment. Full completion and complete possible use of — 
‘his structure will take place within the next six weeks. 
formulated plans underway call for use of the main 
building as a Town Office, functioning to serve all the 
necds of Municipal Administration, Special: Town 
Meetings, Elections and such, aca. 

A new portable Fire Pump was purchased during 
the year ag well as two large tanks, one for the ‘truck 
chassis which we expect tobe made available; the other 
to be used for Forest Firés, The large shed: part of 
the Fire Dept. Building will be used for the main stor. 
age and servicing of Town equipment. This leaves 
the main part of the:structure for Municipal activities 
and purposes. When these remaining objectives are 
reached our Firé Dept. will be complete and capable ot 
meeting our needs. 


The cost of the above program has been made 
possible through use of surplus funds, continuation of 
this advantageous investment is part of the present 
program of safety and progress. ae 

A new Snow Plow and Sanding Machine was pur- 
chased during the year, these were obtained through 
application of surplus funds in accordance with our 
previously stated program of betterment and saving. 

In accordance with the voters wishes, a Town 
Dump was purchased during the year. This is consid- 
ered one of our outstanding accomplishments and an 
investment that will make many returns in the years 
to come. Many tons of debris have been eliminated 
from disposal along our roads and sea-shores. 

The formulation of certain necessary Town By- 
Laws and Ordinance Laws is still under way and near 
completion. When finished they will be presented for 
the approval of the citizens. fe | 

We wish to suggest that the Assessors further re- 
vise the assessment sytem by installing a complete file 
and card system containing full descriptions, data and 
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location as well as other necessary information per- 
taining to each parcel of property in Town. A lot of 
time and effort has been exerted on this point and pre- 
liminary steps have been made in accomplishment of 
this p'an. If time permits, it is hoped that our Asses- 
sors of 1950 may complete such a system. 

The following Budget for the Municipal Year 1950 
as approved by us is almost the same as that of 1949. 
The snow fence appropriation has been left out, no 
doubt this item can be taken care of by using some part 
of the anticipated surplus funds to be available during 
the year. An added item is however present in our bud- 
get, namely that of notes in the amount of $900.00, this 
covers payments on the School Project and Dyers Bay 
Bridge. The overseer of the poor anticipates an in- 
crease in his expenditures for the year. With careful 
planning the Selectmen can offset any overdraft in 
this department by use of surplus funds.

The School Department report and budget is pre- 
sented separately by our Supt. and School Committee. 
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This makes a total of $11,038.00 as compared with 
the year just completed in the amount of $10,267.50. 

The overdraft in the administration account was 
(ue to the increase of several salaries ag voted, also 
the increase of our total tax commitment which meant 
the collection of more taxes and therefore more com- 
mission. In order to partially preserve the past Town 
House we found it necessary to do considerable repair 
to it during the year. Funds for this came from the 
administration appropriation. The purchase of the 
Town Dump was also made possible through this de- 
partment. 7 

The Excise Tax fund, Overlay and Supplemental 
taxes, together with other available surpluses offset 
the overdrafts and all special purchases during the 
vear. 

In conclusion, we, as your Selectmen, wish to thank 
you, the citizens, for your interest, cooperation and 
thoughtfulness rendered during the year. We trust 
that you will make available this same help to the 
Municipal Officers of 1950.

Re: Audit of the Town of Steuben 
Pebruary 14, 1948 to February 1, 1949. 
Cash: 

The cash balance was checked as of the date of 
audit, May 24, 1949. The check book balance was re- 
conciled with the bank statement as of April 30, 1949 
and found to be in agreement. Cash on hand was veri- 
fied by physical count and the bank balance plus cash 


on hand was in agreement with the cash balance on 
that date. 


Accounts Recewable: 

The accounts receivable represent amounts due 
from the State for snow removal and pauper account, 
and pauper account of other Towns’ for which ne 
Town has not yet been reimbursed. 


Taxes Recewable: 

The records of the Tax Collector were examined 
and the warrant of commitment was in agreement with 
the Assessors’ record. The commitment was account- 
ed for by cash collection of $22,057.06, abatements of 
$214.85 and uncollected 1948 taxes amounting to 
$1,154.08, according to the records of the Collector. 
There are no anpollected taxes for prior years. 


Tax Liens: 

During the year $813.26 was added to this account 
from 1947 taxes. Payments of $547.99 were received, 
and liens amounting to $285.15 were transferred to the 
Tax Acquired Property account, leaving tax liens un- 
paid of $409.95. 


Tax Acqured Property: 
This account represents property acquired by the 
Town by foreclosure of tax liens. 
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Deferred Revenue: 

Prepaid 1949 excise taxes were received prior to 
the close of books, February 1, 1949 and this income is 
carried forward to the 1949 municipal year for proper 
application. 


Surplus: 

At the close of the year the Town had a net surplus 
amounting to $4,693.58. Of this amount, $479.62 has 
been set aside for definite purposes, leaving $4,213.96 
which is unappropriated for any specific use. Detail 
of the change in unappropriated surplus is presented 
in Exhibit E of this report. 


Trust Funds: 

The deposit books covering the various trust 
funds were examined and all funds were found to be 
legally invested. One new fund of $100.00 was set up 
during the year. All income was expended in accord- 
ance with the terms of the trusts. 


General: 

The fidelity bonds of the various Town Officials 
were examined and found to be in order and properly 
recorded. 


Revenue obtained from 1948 excise taxes was 
checked and the amount deposited with the Treasurer 
was in agreement with the total receipts. All income 
from this source was carried to Surplus. 


Vouchers and payrolls were examined in part, and 
those examined appeared to be proper charges to the 
accounts involved.
